Tae Memorin! recently addressd to the 
Throne by tho Grand Secretary Li 
respecting Foreign Opium proposes not 
ouly a radical aud most important fiscal 
change, but one, the vast consequence 
of which to the commerce of the 
Far Enst it is difficult to comprehend 


ata glauce. It amounts to nothing 
less than the assumption by the Chinese 
Goverument. of the Foreign opium 
trade. Two considerations evidently 
actuate them in this determination. 
First, it will enable them to levy what- 
evor amonnt of lekin tax they choose ou 
the drug without subjecting themselves 
to tho interference of the Foreign Minis- 
tors. Secondly they will beable to deal 
effectively with the uative opium, either 
by encouraging its growth or suppress. 
ing its production, as proves desirable. 
If the Chineso Government succeed in 
carrying out their programme, it will 
afford a test of their sincerity with 
regard to the position they have taken 
up from its first introduction into 
China, viz, that it is poisonous and 

\jurious drug, seriously detrimental to 
their peuple, and it will thas be in thoir 
power to cut off the supply altogether 
by pecuniary sacrifice, far less than 
that voluntarily undertaken by England 
in the eraancipation of the slaves in the 
West Indies. ‘his latter consideration 
is one we shall touch upon later on, as it 
is one the Government of India will have 
to tuko into account in arriving at 
their decision. 

For some years past the Indian 
opinm problem has been growing in 
importance, aud attracting the auxious 
cousideration of both statesmen aud 
economists. The annual revenue derived 
hy the Euglish Government from opium 
aggregates £8,000,000, and goes to- 
wards mecting the amount which is 
due to the Imperial Goverument by 
the Indian Governmeut, and which 
was so disustrously affected by the fall 
in exchango a few years since. It was 
once actually in coutemplation to deal 
with the opium as an English product by 
sending it first to Englaud from India 
aud financing for it from London. 
Avother less stactling proposal which 
found able and influoutial advocates, was 
to bave the opium sold by public auction 
| iu Hongkoug instead of in India, and 
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financed for through London, and by 
this means it was argued that the 
British Government would suffer less 
by exchange than they do under 
the present system. These proposals, 
all more or less feasible, have been 
carefully weighed by both the Govern- 
ments of England and Indin, and at 
the end of last yoar the Home Gov- 
ernment appointed a Commissioner to 
visit India and China, and investigate 
the entire subject. While in China, 
this gentleman had the satisfaction 
of learning that the Chinese Govern- 
ment were also desirous of assisting 
in the settlement of the opium problem, 
which, if it caused embarrassment 
fo the British Government, caused 
it in @ ten-fold degree to them. The 
investigation resulted in the proposition 
now made to the British Government 
and which bas also been laid before 
the Emperor by the Grand Secretary Li. 
Thore are many reasons besides those 
already mentioned, which make the 
British Government desirous of arriving 
ata settlement of this question. Not the 
least noteworthy cousideration which 
the Government will have to weigh is 
the fact that by the means uow proposed 
the reproach so often repeated against 
the Government of England that it 
forces on the Chinese a poisonous 
drag against the wishes of tho Gov. 
ernment will be removed. The Auti- 
Opium society will also find its occupa- 
tion gouo in this part of tho world if 
the proposed measure succeeds, and this 
will likewise remove the pressure which 
this indefatigable and influontial as. 
sociation exercises at home on the 
Government with regard to the Opium 
question. 

It is quite open to the Chinese now 
to attoud the Government auction sales 
in Bengal to purchase opium ; but this 
would uot give them the mouopoly 
of the opiam trade, for thres-sighths 
of the opium exported from India 
comes from Bimbay, where it is cal 
tivated in the more or less independent 
native states. ‘'hix branch of the opiam 
trade will bo a more difficult. matter 
of arrangement than in Bengal, aud can 
probably ouly be effectually controlled 
through the assistance and influence of 
the Indian Governmont, Tho British 
Government will probably require some 
guarantees frnn the Chinese Govern. 
ment, that for a certain number of 
years no arhitrary stoppage of the 
foreign opium.trade will bo attompted, 
for, as we have ated before, to 
be consistent, the Chineso Govern. 
ment, when they get the monopoly, 
will have to suppress tho trade at ang 
pecuniary sacrifice. Another objection 
which will have to be met is that the 
Chinese Government, by possessing the 
entire monopoly of opium, may foster 
the production of tho native to the 
dotrimout of the foreign drug. This is 
quite possible, but it would take years 
to accomplish to any injurious exteut, 
aud in a greater or less degree 
it is in tha powor of the Chinese 
Government to accomplish this under 





























tho existing system. On the whole, 
then, it would appear that the prin- 
cipal object of the British Govern- 
meut is to obtain the fall value of 
the opium in as safe aud economical 
a manner as possible, and this is really 
what the Chinese Government appear 
to wish to fncilitate. OF course, if the 
projeot were to be carried out it would 
bear somewhat hardly on those nt 
present engaged in the trade. ‘These, 
is trae, are a wealthy and influen- 
tial class who succeeded to the trado 
within the last twenty years, and whose 
interests it may bo prosumed extend to 
other branches of the growing produce 
trade of India; but their interests will 
most certaiuly have to be cousidered. 
In fact, the whole matter is fraught 
with difficulties, and these will have 
to be overcome before the scheme can 
be introduced in a practical and effec 
tive manner.

office of the two brothers there is no doubt 
that the country was in a fairly safe condi- 
tion. For some time past, however, soli- 
tary or unarmed travellers have never been 
secure from attack, and a general feeling 
of distrust has supervened. Now there has 
been what is represented to us as a serious 
outbreak, and much anxiety is felt by 
those who have friends travelling or resid- 
ing in the disturbed regions. 

‘There has been an absurd scare lately at 
Nan-ch’ang Fa, in Kiang-si. A rumour 
got abroad some days azo that a hust of 
“invisible” soldiers had been seen crossing 
tho sky, and hovering ominously over the 
dovoted city. The soldiers were invisible 
inasmuch as their forms could not be per- 
coived by anybody over the age of sixteen 5 
children, however, could plainly distinguish 
thom, and the portent was regarded by 
everybody as of a most threatening nature. 
‘All the peasantry in the neighbourhood 
abandoned their cottages and farms, and 
took refuge within the city walls, where 
they remained in fear and trembling for 
several days, At last it occurred to some 
of them that their affairs might suffer by 
being neglected for so long, and as there 
had been no reappearance of the “invisible” 
array of phantoms they concluded to pack 
up their traps again aud resume their 
agricultural occupations. 

‘The decision of the Empress-Regent and 
the Emperor not to attend the funeral of 
the Empress of the East is now published 
ofticially in the Gazette of Ist October, 
which will appear in our columus in due 
course. ‘The reasons assigned are the 
recent illness of tho Empress-Regent, aud 
tho reluctanco of the Emperor to leave 
‘Hor Majesty alone. The Emperor at first 
‘seoms to have been equally reluctant to omit 
paying the last token of filial affection at 
the tomb of the deceased lady, and ex- 
perienced much ‘disquiet’ at the idea ; 
but on receiving a ‘command’ from the 
Empress-Rogent, informing him that he 
was still young in years, and that it would 
yreatly distress her motherly mind were 
1d on a long journey with pent- 
in his heart, His Majesty ventured 
uo longer to entertain his original iuten- 
tion. ‘The reason with which their Majes- 
ties are generally credited in Peking 
however, a very different one. 

We hear reports from several sources 
about a mysterious aflair in which Ting 
Jih-ch‘ang and a cortain lisiu-tsai play 
leading parts. It is said by the Chinese 
that a hsiu-tsai whose name has not reached 
us went to call on Ting Ta-jén, with a 
subscription list for some charitable work, 
to solicit a donation ; whereupon Ting Ta- 
jon, who by the way is credited with a bad 
tomper, so despitefully used him by word 
or deed that the hsiu-tsui returned home 
and killed himself. This eveut so enraged 
the family and neighbours of the deceased 
that they went in a body and demolished 
the residence of Ting Ta-jén, who had to 
take refugo at the house of a certain friend, 
one Fang Tao-t‘ai, The relatives of the 
deceased are said to be about to prosecute 
Ting Ta-jén in order to find out what he 
said or did to the hsin-tsai to bring about 
his suicide. Like all Chinese rumours, 
however, the above report is probably very 
































inaccurate in detail, while containing a 
foundation of truth. We hope to get 
further particulars in a few days. 

A muster of the S.V.C. Mih-ho-loongs 
took place yesterday afternoon at the 
Police Compound, consisting of two lieu 
tenauts, three sergeants, one corporal, and 
seventeen privates, under the command of 
Captain Mackenzie, They went through a 
few evolutions with, perhaps, not quite 
their usual precision at first, but improved 
considerably towards the end. ‘They were 
dismissed at about a quarter to six. 

Auother frucas with robbers is reported 
from the north. About forty lifrom Tien- 
tsin there is a small village called Hsin 
Chuang, consisting of about two hundred 
families, thirty or forty of which gain their 
living by depredations, Lately they havo 
been doing such mischief that a contingent 
of Li’s soldiery was sent to put a stop toit, 
and the result was that after a show of 
resistance the robbers fled, leaving only 
three of their number in the hands of the 
troops. Unfortumately the headman of the 
banditti made yood his escape ; but the 
soldiers compensated themselves for his loss 
by arresting all the women of his family, 
who were forthwith placed in charge of the 
local knan-me¥, who wre old women em- 
ployed by magistrates to take charge of 
female prisoners in 2 yamén, The three 
men who have been captured will probably 
be provented from working further mise 
by the doprivation of their heads. 

Our Tientsin Correspondent, 
under date of 18th inst., says :—Com- 
modore Schufeldt will probably spend the 
winter in Shanghai, and hopes to leave by 
an carly steamer. The baryue Emma, 
after many vain attempts been made to 
raise her, was handed over to the proper 
authorities to be biown up ; an energetic 
Chinaman now offers, however, to raise 
her for Ns. 1,500, half the coal being yet 
iu tho hulk, He is etively and confidently 
pushing on his operations, and deserves 
success, Still, eight days scom a short 
time for accomplishing the task. ‘The 
Vicoroy left yesterday to attend the obse- 
quies of the Empress. We are having 
cloudy, misty, rainy, disagreeable days. 

‘The duties on gencral goods passi 
Customs barrier at the Ha-t'a Me 
during the fiscal year just elused, 
to Tis. 181,096 ; those on foreign opium to 
‘Tis. 8,811.51, besides various other sums, 
resulting from contiscations, fines, ete, 

‘A dividend of Tis. 3 per share for the 
quarter ending 30th September, has been 
declared by the Directors of the Tug Boat 
Association. 

‘A circular is in course of signature by 
the shareholders of the Shanghai Iee 
Company, calling for a meeting to learn 
particulars of the present condition of their 
affairs. 

The once-celebrated Baby Tower has 
gone the way of many other aucient land- 
marks of Shanghai, It appears that the 
recent rains swelled the earth with which 
it was filled, and caused the walls to burst, 
and it now lies, a heap of unsavoury ruins, 
cloven in twain. We hear, however, that 
this most useful structure is likely to be 
rebuilt, as several coulies have been 
observed grubbing among tho bricks and 















































making, to all appearance, active prepara 
tions for future repairs. 

We hear that the Hon. J. C. Myers, 
sometime Consul-General for the United 
States in China, has recently been elected 
state-senator for Nebraska. 

‘A correspondent address us again on 
the subject of the French road to Sicawei, 
which, he says, now resembles, in many 
places, a ploughed field, We believe that 
a gontleman living in that neighbourhood 
was compelled to hire some coolies at his 
own expense to effect such temporary repairs 
as would enable his carriage to take him 
without risk to the Lyceum Theatre. It 
is possible that the members of the French 
Municipal Council are not in the habit of 
driving on the Sicawei Road, otherwise 
they might oxh 
tude in repairing it. 

Li Wén-min, the Military Governor of 
the Liang Kiang, is expected to pass Shang- 
hai on a tour of inspection very shortly. 
He will travel in a small steam-launch, and 
will not land, in order’ to avoid incurring 
unnecessary delay on tho part of the local 
subordinate officers. The Governor will 
therefore come down the Huang-pu river, 
and proceed directly to Woosung, where 
preparations will bo made for his reception. 

We acknowledge receipt of the ninth 
number of the Yung Pao, or ‘Ningpo 
Gazette.’ It is printed at the Presbyterian 
Mission Press, Shanghai, and very credit 
ably got up. 

The October number of The Chinese 
IUustrated News contains articles ou H.M, 
Queen Victoria, London, Geneva, the five 
eastern provinces of China, with amap, the 
Shanghai Water Works, the Great Northern 
‘Telegraph Company's connections, with a 
map showing the line from Shanghai to 
Peking, chemistry, the importance of 
surgeons and doctors in the Chineso navy 
and army, electricity, thundorandlightning, 
with directions for protection with there- 
from. ‘The maps and engravings are vory 
well executed. 

We acknowledge receipt of the last num- 
ber of the Wan Kuoh Kuny Pao. It cons 
tains articles on the establishment of an 
Anglo-Chinese college for Shanghai, the 
difference between the use of the expres- 
siows FZ and in the Chinese 
classics, (by a Canton graduate), the per 
lity of God and the occupations of 
the inhabitants of Heaven (by Rev. Dr. 
Williamson), Western medical education 
(by Dr. Dudgeon), a news summary, and 
other matters of interest. The editor 
certainly acts upon the motto he has 
chosen for his paper— Before all, it ix 
necessary to know.” 

‘The advisers of the Mikado have recently 
taken action with respect to the numerous 
petitions that have been presented to the. 
‘Throne praying for a system of representa- 
tive Government. A notification has been 
issued by the Prime Minister, stating that 
the prayer of the petitioners for national 
assembly would be granted in the year 
1890. The compromise appears to us as 
judicivus as present circumstances permit, 
Japan is not yet ripe for a popular consti- 
tution, and yet something had to be done 
to allay the growing clamour, We hear 
that Okuma has since resigned his seat in 












































the Cabinet. 
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As far as we can understand, the political 
changes announced from Japan are merely 
thetiatural result of the new programme 
of constitutional reform inaugurated by the 
Emperor’ since his return from his tour 
through a large portion of his dominions. 
The Cabinet’ Ministers, whose retirement 
worhave already noticed, are the leaders of 
the-Party adverse to the proposed reform. 

H:M. gunboat Fly arrived here from 
Chefoo'on Saturday.

‘The Japan papers just to hand are still 
full’ of the dead-lock in tho silk-trade. 
Neither side appears willing to budge an 
inch, aud the situation is growing des- 
perate, A Deus ex machind has recently 
arisen in the shape of a foreign missionary 
residitig at Tokio, who has offered to 
mediaté between the contending parties. 
His propoial is based on the condition that 
tid points shall be conceded, to begin with ; 
“that is)" says the Japan Gazette, “payment 
before delivery at the establishment, and 
inspection of goods in its godowns. By 
his arbitration he coufidently hopes to 
effect a compromise, It is not known 
what answor the Niadzukarisho has given. 
It is quite certain, however, that they will 
not give up the first point, as that was 
the main object of the company’s forma- 
tion.

In the 
meau time we notice by the Japan 
Herald that a European firm have sent a 
letter to every Japanese firm, aud to the 
Niadsukurijo, expressing their willingness 
to undertake the direct export for Japanese 
merchauts, promising to give an advance 
vf 807 on silk to be shipped abroad. “It 
is said,” continues our contemporary, “that 
4 native merchant went into the country 
and purchased 52 bales of silk for two 
foreign firms, and that on its being dis- 
covered by the Niadzukarijo that thoy 
were taken into the premises of these firms, 
an altercation took place between them and 
the institution, It is further said tbat 
four or five of the principal Chinese mer- 
chants propose making extensive purchases 
of silk for export, as advices from Europe 
and America indicate a rising market.”

The Foochow Herald says that, according 
to report, the Chinese Government has 
ordered from Germany war-material to the 
amount of fifteen million marks, and that 
further orders are expected. 

The following particulars with regard to 
the India and China opium trade, given in 
the last number of the Indian Daily News, 
are of much interest, “Frou the estimates 
of the native traders,” says our contempo- 
rary, “who know the Yarkund and Kash- 
gar markets, it appears that two kinds of 
opium reach those places from Persia, 
Herat, Maimena, and Balkh, both com- 
monly known by the name of Irani or Per- 
sian, in contradistinction to Kistwary, or 
that which comes from India and Cashmere. 
During the Mahommedan rule in Eastera 
‘Turkestan, little ormo {rani opium was im- 
ported into that country, but sinco its re- 
occupation by the Chinese, at the end of 
1877, the value of opium imported during 
three years has been Rs. 2,58,000, during 
which period the imports from Cashmere 
and India aggregate only about Rs. 86,000. 
During the present year, no opium has 
passed through Ladakh towards ‘Turkestan, 
and the trade from Persia is thought by 
Indian traders to be too strong for compe- 
tition, and to be increasing. The trafic 
from Kulu and other parts of the Punjab 
wasalwaysinsignificaut, aud the small trade 
in opium, which existed up to 1830, was 
chietly theproduczof districts in Cashmore.” 

In connection with the same subject, 
another Indian newspaper, the Fricul uf 
India and Statesman, has the following 
remarks, It cannot be too widely known, 
it says, that, of the opium consumed in 
China, sice-sevenths are grown in Ciina 
itself. ‘This appears a high estimate. But 
it is satisfactory to know that our Indian 
exchanges view the policy of the Chinese 
Government in much the same light as 
we do ourselves. “As we have often 
contended in these columns,” says a 
Lahore newspaper, “the occasional pro- 
clamations of the Chinese Government 
on the subject, can only be put forward for 
appearance’s sake. It is much more likely 
that the Chinese authorities are uow 
dreaming of some financial arrangements 
with the Indian Government by which 
they think both parties may profit, rather 
than of any schemes for the suppression of 
the opium trade.” This we believe to be 
a fact, and, taken in conjunction with Li 
‘Hung-chang’s recent proposal for an opium- 


























monopoly, seems now to be well attesta 
“Much harm is effected ini thié matter,” 
continues thie Friend of India, “by the 
well-meant but misdirected efforts of would- 
be philanthropists at home, who are ignd- 
rant of the whole bearings of tlie case, 
‘They seize on a single poitit’ and argue’ 
the whole case there, and their favo- 
rite poiut is that by our trade in opium 
with the Chinese, we are raising a large’ 
part of our revenue at the expense’ and 
to the ruin of China, The impréssion 
on their minds is that the Chinese Govern- 
ment abhor the trattic, and are using every 
effort to abolish it, It is true that they 
abhor the traffic, at least that portion of it 
which is trausacted by the Indian Govern- 
ment. While they persistently keep. up 
an agitation on this subject in England, 
they neglect to tell their would-be friends 
that they are themselves moving heaven 
and earth to compete with the Indian 
trade, and by an immense production in 
their own couutiy they hope to annihilate 
the Indian importation, ‘This assured, 
the agitation against opium would ceas 

Some interesting papers have been read 
before the British Association lately on 
the subject of earthquakes in Japau. ‘The 
result of observations was'to show that the 
actual back and forward motion of the 
ground was seldom more than a few milli- 
mitres, even though it had been sufticiont 
to cause the fall of chimnoys; that the mo- 
tion usually commenced gently, but was 
very irregular; and that the number of 
vibrations per second generally varied be- 
teen three and si “During one shock” 
—we quote from the Standard—“ the direc- 
tion of motion might be irregular. East 
and west vibrations, as recorded in Yeddo, 
had in some cases been shown by time 
observations to have travelled up from 
the south, Many of the shocks which 
visited Yeddo appeared to have come from 
a district which was much ‘faulted,’ and 
which showed distinct evidence of very 
recent elevation. Professor Hull said, 
from experiments made by delicate instru. 
ments at Glasgow and Cambridge, Sir 
W. Thomson was of opinion that there 
was a constant tremulous motion upon 
the earth’s surface, This quite agreed 
with the discoveries of Professor Milne in 
Japan.—Professor Prestwich remarked that 
earthquakes were extremely common, but 
it was singular how few experiments were 
made to determine their cause, They 
should therefore be thankful for the ex- 
tremely accurate and careful experiments 
that had been carried out in a remote part 
of the world.—Professor Seeley and the 
Rey. E. Hill expressed their opinion that 
there was not a constant vibration of the 
eacth.—Dr. Ramsay, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the readers of the papers, said 
that all the earthquakes that had taken 
place in Britain had come from the south- 
west and gone to the north-east.”

incrgased knowledge of the seas which 
now prevails lessens. tho risks to be eu- 
countered ; tho existence of a growing 
system of telegraphy places greater 
facilities for precuutiou in their bai 
the expanaion of trade in general brings 
them a wider scope for oporations ; aud 
the admirable meteorological scheme at 
prosout,in courso of, execution under 
the auspices of the Shanghai Geveral 
Chamber of Commerce will prove au 
additional advautage to them in the 
fature, Besides all this, there are other 
considerations which teud to make them 
popular, and enhance the advantages 
they possess over the Companies at 
home. Their policy is, iu most cases, 
characterised by the prompt aud liberal 
settlement of claims. There is no un- 
necessary and vexatious cavilling at 
petty oversighta,and clerical slips,should 
such creep into the filling-up of an insur- 
ance form, as long as it is evident that 
they are really oversights and slips. The 
business is conducted on an inexpensive 
scale, and by an efficient and well-paid 
staff, which. presents in this respect a 
striking contrast to the gorgeous offices 
and .poorly-romunerated clerks om- 
ployed by the companies at home, 
There. is also something to be credited 
to the fact that the ploasure of receiving 
divjdend-warrants for hard cash is 
considerably greater than that exper- 
ienced bythe bare deduction of 10% 
digoount-on premium-payments ; a con- 
sideration too trivial, some may think, 
for noticp in a serious article, but 
which is nevertheless founded upon a 
very natural humau feoling. 

The. case of Morris and Co. versus 
the Union Iasnrance Society of Canton, 
however, constitutes an unpleasant 
break in the feeling of confidence and

delivered with unusual promptitude 
and decisiou. It does not attempt to 
deal with either the evidence adduced 
as to the meaning for the policy in 
dispute, or with the argaments ad- 
dressed to the Court by the plaintifis, 
We do uot think it necessary to go 
over the merits of the case in detail, 
as these aro doubtless familinr enough 
to our readers; but there are certain 
fentares in the Judgment to which we 
may be permitted to invite their atton- 
tion, We do not quarrel with prompt 
decisions, so long as such promptitude 
does not involve a asty or superficial 
view of the subject in dispute. But 
while it is a great evil that suitors 
should be condemned to any long 
delay in obtaining tho decision of a 
judge, too much precipitation, on 
the other band, leads to even greater 
delay by an appeal, besides very much 
increasing the costs of litigation, In 
the present instance, the decision of the 
question at issue is described in the 
Jadgment as turning upon the terms 
of tho policy alone, wherens the plain- 
tiffs contend that it turns in reality 





3| upon the actual relative situation of the 


underwriters and the assured at the 
time of the commencement of the risk, 
until the loss; aud the Judgment fails 
toshow why that contention is ausound. 
Agnin, the Judge remarks,—" The do. 
fendauts contend that the policy was 
an insurance of any freight up to the 
amount named [Tls. 3,307.50] which 
might be carned on the round voyage 
from Kuchinotzu to Tientsin and back 
to Kucbinotza, and that the premiam 
thereon was one per cent. ‘The plain- 
tiffs however say that this is not so; 
that the policy was in reality not one 
policy, but two policies, and that tho 
premia likewise ate not one but two, 
namely, } per cent. on Tia, 3307.50 on 
one voyage from KuchinotzatoTientsin, 
and 4 per cent, ow engaged freight of 
Tis. 8,307.50 ou a subsequent voyagefrom 
Kuchinotzn to Tientsin.” Now auless we 
misunderstood the remarks of the Conn- 
sel for the plaintifis in his summing-up, 
the interpretation of tho plaintiffs’ case 
by the Court, as stated in the Judgment, 
is inaccurate. It seems clear that 
what tho plaintiffs really insisted on 
was that the policy was equivalent to 
two policies on freight, amounting to 
Tis. 3,307.00,—one from Kuchinotzn 
to Tientsin, and another from Tientsin 
to Kuchinotzn ; and this is what the 
policy most certainly does state. From 
Kucbinotzn the terminus a quo, to 
Kuchinotzn tho terminus ad quem, the 
plaintiffs contended that the under- 
writers were liable to them for any 
freight up to T's. 3,307.50 at risk 
daring that voynge. If any freight, 
to be earned by the plaintiffs, was at 
risk between Tientsin and Kuchinotzu, 
the plaintiffs contended that they had 
put themselves into a position to earn 
it; and their view of the case was 
undoubtedly anpported by the evidence 











of Mr, Herbert S. Morris, Seoretary of 





the North-China Insurance Co., who 
gave it as his opinion that they most 
certainly bad freight at risk’ during 
that voyage, aud had most certainly 
insured it by this policy. Mr. Guld- 
smith, of tho China ‘raders’ Co,, who 
was called as a witness for the defen. 
dants, agreed with Mr, Morris ithat 
freight contracted for could be insured, 
but thonght that the policy in this 
instance did not do so. When pressed, . 
however, to explain why, he failed to 
lay down any intelligible principle ; 
while Mr. Moore, the Ageut forthe 
defendants, maintained that, both Mr, 
Morris and Mr. Goldsmith, were.wrong, 
Hore Mr. Moore takes up rathor a 
hazardous position. He, distinotly laid 
it down as a principle that a policy on 
freight does not cover chartered freight. 
Now on this head we have only .to 
invite attention to the following articles 
from the newest edition uf Arnould on 
Marine Insurance. Ou page 84 wo 
read— 

a It was laid down by Lord Kenyon, at 
Nisi Prius, that freight could not’ bo 
insured for part of the intended voyage ; 
but this postion, unjustified by pringinle, 
was subsequently overruled by llen- 
borough and the Court of Bhig’s ‘Boneh, 
and it is now quite clear that freight, like 
any other subject, may be insured either 
for part or the whole of a voyage, or of the 
timo over which it is likely to extend. 

6 Freight must be insured eo nuinine in 
the policy, cither by inserting the words 
on freight in the margin, or appending them 
tothe instrument. Such a policy would 
cover not only freight in its strictest, accop- 
tation, but the chartered hire of the vessel, 
tho increased value to the owner frorh‘car- 
tinge of his goods on his own ship, and, 
we have very little doubt, payments made 
in advance on account of either the first or 
the second of these classes of freight. 


The, wituesses for the defence did not 
seem familiar with theso maxims, of 
marine insurance; but if Arnould is to 
bo considered a highur authority than 
Mr. Moore, we think bis ruling on, the 
subject should not be disregarded. If, 
again, .auy farthor, evidence were re- 
quired to show the bond fide intention 
of tho plaintiffs to cover themselves, 
we have itin the second policy, from 
Kuchinotza to Tieutsin, which, incon. 
junction with the first, fully covered 
the second trip of the America, with hor 
second loud of coal. 

Now the main idea of the Judgment 
we aro reviewing ia that, by the polioy, 
the defendants undertook to make good 
to the plaintiffs any loss of freight they 
might suffer on the voyage specified; 
and the plaintiffs conteuded that they 
had lost this freight of Tis, 3,807.50 on 
that voyage. It is. not for us. tu. de- 
cide between the evidence offered. by 
the three insurance-agenta_who. were 
examined, or the authorities that wore 
quoted on either side, although the 
clear and decided opiuiou of 80 ex- 
perieuced an underwriter as Mr. Herbert 
Morris should, we think, have , been 
allowed moro weight. It is only a 
Tittle regrettable that rather more time 
was not taken to decide a question, of 
such general importauce to the. public, 
A less hasty judgment might haye.done- 
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much to clear up many doubts that are 
now left unsolved, and for this reason 
we shall be glad to hear that the case 
has been appealed to England. 





TRADE IN PEKING. 


Arrention has been recoutly drawa in 
our columns to an alleged infraction of 
‘Treaty rights on the part of a foroign 
firm resident at Poking. It is, of course, 
sufficiently clear that the capital of 
China is not a Treaty port, and there- 
fore not open to foreign trade. The 
only peraons who areformally authorised 
to reside in Peking are the Diplomatic 
representatives; an exception is of 
course made in favour of the members 
of the Customs service, but there is no 
stipulation that tho privilege shall be 
extended to any other persons, bo they 
missionaries or who they may. Still 
less have wo avy provision for the 
establishment of foreign hongs, whether 
conducted on wholesale or retail princi- 
ples, within tho walls of the Capital ; 
and the fact of a large business being 
carried on within a few bow-shots of 
the Imporial palace, and in the midst 
of the Foreign Legations is therefore a 
very anomalous circumstance to say the 
loaat of it. 
Now it is manifestly unjust that a 
privilege denied to subjects to Treaty 
powers should bo enjoyed by subjects 
of a nation unrepresented by any 
Diplomatic agent in Peking, and wo 
think it by no moans regrettable that 
the matter has been referred to. The 
question arises, however, Low far tho 
practico is illegal. Thero is an articlo 
in the Treaty of Tientsin, by virtue of 
which British subjects are authorised 
to travel, for their pleasure or for pur- 
of trade, to all parts of the iutorior. 
fo mention is here made of residenco ; 
but there is auother article which grants 
them full permission to build or open 
‘warehouses,’ among other things, at 
the open ports or at other places; and 
it is cortaiuly seems that these two 
articles may be construed in a manner 
favourable to tho iutereste of British 
traders even in Peking. Taken to- 
gether, they give us the right to trade 
and to open warehouses wherever wo 
like, under proper restrictions ; aud it 
would be well if the uatural iuferenco 
should be recognised by the high 
authorities of the Empire. ‘Tho firm 
to which allusion has more especially 
been made owns a shop much fro. 
quently by all classes of Chiuose, from 
the vory highest downwards, It deals 
in all sorts of useful odds and ends, 
including canned provisions,—soups, 
jams, eto,—a few books, toilet-articles, 
cigars, lollipops, and such cheap 
Enropean toys as are calculated to im- 
press the innocent imaginations of the 
native gentry. The existence of this 
shop is of course a great couvenience 
to foreign residents, who can thus 
always procure table-necessaries at a 
pinch, besides being a never-failing 
source of interest and amusement to 
Ohineso, %If the Ministers of the 














‘Tsung-li Yamén are aware that such 
an establishment exists—which they 
can hardly fail to be—they have taken 
no official cognizanee of it whatever. 
It is a harmless institution, so far, and 
probably not worth making a fass 
about, Bnt as matters stand at pro- 
seut, it is probable that one of two 
courses will be adopted. The shop 
will either be shut up, or the privilego 
extended to, and adopted by, mombers 
of other nationalities. It must be 
borne in mind that the mere fact of a 
foreign shop beiug opened in Peking 
is not the real cause of complaint. 
Thero are half-a-dozen other shops 
where foreigu goods aro retailed, and 
next door to the oue now particularly 
referred to there is the excellont and 
respectable hotel of Messrs. Vrard 
& Co, where many articles of uso 
and ornament are retailed. The real 
griocaueo appears to lie in the evasion 
of barrier daties on large and con- 
stant importations of werchandise. 
“The Chinese tradors,” wrote our 
Correspondent, “are neh displeased, 
but cavnot make their complaints 
heard. Between the market of Tien- 
tsin and the shops of Pekiug there 
aro many barriers, whose agyregato 
tolls aro considerable. Opium pays 
heavily; cottons, woollens, metals, 
pigments, ote, also; and on kerosine 
oil, the use of which is, in spite of 
taxation, increasing, tho levies are un- 
reasonably ouerous. Therefore Chinese, 
as well as the excluded foreign traders, 
are much displeased to seo that by 
passes one or two persons engage in 
a trade which much be very profitable, 
when lekin and barrier taxes avoides 
We do not wish, by drawing atten 
to this matter, to put any obstacle in 
the way of the firm to which our Corres- 
pondont refers. Oar object is simply 
to point out that members of other 
nationalities are entitled to the samo 
priviloges ; and wo think that, in order 
to secure those privileges on a per- 
manont and firm basis, some authorita- 
tive interpretation of the Trenty articles 
we have quoted above should be pro. 
mulgated aud officially confirmed. It 
is only just that all foreigners repre- 
sented at Peking should have equal 
rights. There is but little likelihood, 
we think, of the business of the firm 
in question being interforod with, 
‘When scious of royal and noble houses 
are to be met pottering over the diugy 
counters oven of a foreign store, aud 
eucouraging the proprietors in their 
enterpriso by the purchase of kaleido- 
scopes, potted lobsters, Thorley’s food 
for infants, kerosino oil, French pho- 
tographs, and other articles of luxury, 
it is probable that no particular animus 
will be directed against them by either 
the Chinese or the foreign Ministers. 
But at the same time av in 
political priuciple is involved in the 
tacit permission hitherto accorded by 
the Government, and in justice to 
other nationalities as well as for the 
sake of their own fature freedom from 
embarrassing disputes, it is advisablo 





























that a formal anderstanding should be 
come to on the subject between the 
representatives of China and thoso of 
the Treaty Powers. 





CURIOSITIES OF THE PEKING GAZETTE. 
Iris not only as a record of the political 
history of China that the Peking Gazette 
is valaable. Compared with its English 
counterpart and contemporary, the Lon. 
don Gazette, its pages aro fall of a peca- 
liar interest, and might furnish mattor 
for romances of a very quaint if not 
very thrilling uature, The theories, tho 
practices, the standards of right and 
wrong which we find referred to within 
its flimey yellow covers aro thoroughly 
sui generis, aud stamp tho poople among 
whom they prevail as unique upon the 
globe. It is a favourite doctrine with 
a certain school of ethical writers that 
there is no absolute criterion of morality, 
Tn China the ne plus ultra of virtue is to 
bestow the fondest caro and veneration 
upon one’s aged parents ; among certain 
other uations, it is considered a filial 
duty to kill them as soon as they aro 
past work, Polygamy is regarded as 
allowable and even desirable, in one 
country, unfaithful wives incurring tho 
punishment of death; in another, wo 
find the strango institution of polyandry, 
which bas not lacked its apologists oven 
among Christian missionaries. Whethor 
this doctrine be defensible or no, wo 
need uot stop now to enquire. Thero 
is probably no country whero the limits 
of virtue and vico aro more strongly 
defined, in theory, than in China: and 
thero is probably no official publication 
in tho world whero proofs of this aro 
moro easily to be discovored than in 
the Imperial gazotto. 

Withiu tho Inst fow days, sovoral 
cases of pre-eminent and brilliant virtue 
have beeu brought to the notice of the 
Etaperor for somo mark of his approba- 
tion, In two instances, the porsous 
concerned have been ladies of rank and 
position, One was tho daughter of 
Kuo Sung-tao, the late Minister to 
England, and the niece by marriage of 
the Vicoroy Tso Tsung-t'ang. ‘The 
solf-sacrificing devotion of this Indy to 
her busbaud took the form of canniba- 
lism. Human flesh appears to havo a 
marvellous efficacy, according to tho 
prevalent belief, in restoring the sick 
to health id Mrs, Tso, in order to 
cure her dying husband, cut flesh from 
her own arm, aud mixed it with his 
medicine. It would be interesting to 
know tho exact theory on which this 
strange but by no means uncommon 
practice is based. Doos the supposed 
eflicncy reside in the flesh, or in the 
moral excellence which prompts the 
mutilation ? However it may bo, the 
husband died, and tho faithful wife 
soon followed him. The other lady 
was the daughter of Tstng Kuo-fan, 
sister of tho prosent Marquis, and 
danghter-in-law to Kuo Sung-tao. 
Her devotion to her departed spouso 
showed itself in a frantic attempt to 
swallow gold-lonf; which, proving 
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failure, she tried to starve herself to 
death, It seems, however, that she 
was finally provailed upon to live for 
the sake of her children; and after a 
life of great usefniness, during which 
she took sole charge of the house of 
her father-in-law while he was absent 
on his mission to England, died a natu- 
ral death in hor 87th year. The third 
oase, however, is of a far moro oxtra- 
ordinary uature, It is gravely an- 
nounced that a certain worunn, residing 
in Sze-chnan, made broth from her own 
liver, which sho administered to her 
ailing father. Hero we fiud ourselves 
in the sphore of the supernatural. ‘Tho 
matilation was preceded by a religious 
coremony, consisting of prayers and 
incense-buruing, What immediately 
followed is not described, How the 
woman could ever have got at ber own 
liver, how much sho cat off, and in 
what way the surgical operation was 
performed, we are not told, Saffice it 
to say that, such was the virtue she 
displayed, sho experienced no pain, and 
the wound soon healed of its own ac- 
cord. We are reminded of the medic. 
val miracle-stories of Europe. Buddha, 
wo believe, is snid to have given his 
hond so many times to feel hungry 
tigers that, were they all piled up, they 
wonld form a mountain as high as the 
Tai Shan. Unless tho lnngnage in 
which the story is told is allegorical, and 
tho phraso simply emblerontic of some 
extromo manifestation of filial piety uot 
more clearly specified, the insortion of 
it in the official Gazette, aud tho accor- 
dauoo of Imperial recognition and ap- 
proval argues a very low condition of 
onlightenmenton the partof the Emperor 
or his advisors. The Empress-Regent 
is, wo believe, a naturally vory supersti- 
tious woman, and not at all nolikely 
to give credence to this or any other 
marvellous fabrication. At this we 
are not surprised. But that the res. 
ponsible Ministers of the Throne shonld 
have permitted so gross an imposture to 
pass unrebuked, should have endorsed, 
indood, the expression of Imperial 
approbation that it evoked, forms a 
passage in modern Chineso history of 
which the more enlightened section of 
the authorities are uot likely to feel 
proud. 

Tho probability is, howover, that it 
is really a question of policy. It is the 
intoreat of the reigning dynasty that 
ignorance and credality should be 
encouraged. It is the interest of every 
system of paternal government that 
paternal authority and ilinl pity 
should be magnified and cried up. No 
matter how wild or improbable the 
story in which the moral is coutained ; 
let the moral be there, and the Govern- 
ment will not lose the opportunity of 
onforeing it. A Government hns not 
much to fear from subjects who accept 
without surprise the story of a woman 
who made broth from her own liver, and 
snffered no pain in doing so. The lie 
is ondorsed by the Emperor, and turned 
to the advantage of the state. The 
bright example of filial piety is paraded 














in all the glamour of Imperial advertise- 
ment, and the meritorious act is made 
to bear a political signifieance. No 
peg is too rotten to hang a cloak on, 
and no imposture too transparent to 
bo made the meaus of fartherivg the 
ends of the Government, and keeping 
its subjects in their proper sphere of 
coutented and apathetic ignorance. 





THE HOLIDAY SEASON OF SHANGHAI. 
Last week may be said to have witness. 
ed the commencement of the boliday 
season in Shanghai. ‘The weary months 
of summer are at length ended, and 
the bracing Northern wind and ex- 
hilarating sunshine of the autamn have 
como to rovive ont spirits. The 
attractions of tho silk-room and the 
ten-room, the counter and the desk, 
are being gradually undermined by the 
healthier pleasures of the cricket-field, 
the race-conrse, and the riser. Holi. 
days aro beginning to follow each other 
in rapid succession, and uenrly all 
classes fecl onco more the inspiriting 
sensation that the thick of the year’s 
work is over, 

Thero are few places in the world, 
perhaps, where people possess 8o fully 
the tulent for enjoying themselves ns 
Shanghai, Englishmen, as a role, are 
repronched with taking their pleasures 
sadly, One of the foremost thinkers 
of the day has snid that life would be 
endurablo euongh if it were not for its 
pleasures, Of conrse we can nuderstand 
easily enough what this menus, ‘There 
is nothing more irksome to a quiet and 
studious man such as the writer in 
question than the constant interrnption 
of work by enforced gaieties and 
frivolities for which he has no taste. 
Many a man wpuld sooner sit quietly 
at homo in dressing-gown and slippers, 
with bis book and a cigar, than 
loungeaimlessly about a ball-room while 
his wife is wallzing with his friends. 
The cross and heated faces of Easter- 
tide excursionists are often suggestive 
of more weariness than enjoyment in 
their parsnit even of an occasional 
holiday. Still, no mau cau live with. 
out relaxation, and what differeuce so- 
ever may exist between individual 
tastes, it stands to reason that the pen 
or the plough must be enst inside ouce 
in a way, and the industrious worker 
allow himself some opportunity of re- 
cuperating his exhausted energies, For 
this purpose there is perhaps no more 
favourable place than Shanghai. Bea 
man’s peculiar tastes what they may, 
he has bere full opportunities for their 
gratification, Lord Bacon once sni 
that the purest of all human pleasures 
was horticultare. We are not disposed 
to join issue on this point, if the apho- 
rism be put in the form that there 
is no purer pleasure in life than the 
culture of frnits and flowers; but it 
wonld be unjust to deny that there are 
many others equally pure. Rowing is 
beyond question one of these. ‘I'he 
splendid exercise it affords for every 
muscle of the body, the healthful in- 





























fluences and associations of the open 
conutry air, and the strict regimon re. 
quired for the attainment of proficiency 
in the art, are all in favour of thie 
pastime from a moral as well as from a 
physical point of view. Racquets, 
cricket, lawn-tennis, foot-ball, all tend 
to keep both mind and body in a state 
of health, and to cherish the fresh and 
wholesome associations of oue’s school- 
boy days. Norarethe quieter enjoymenta 
of indoor life cut off from usin China. We 
have libraries and book-sovieties, mueio 
in many forms,dancing, whist-clabs, and 
theatricals, The Town-band is a valu. 
able institution, and we may be per. 
mitted to express a hope that a moderato 
seale of charges will be eventually fixed 
for their assistance on public and private 
oceasions, so that the commanity may 
be able to reap the fall benefit of their 
services without being deterred by cone 
siderations of undue expense. We are 
probably to be son honoured by a visit 
from the Royal Princes, and sball be 
at once plunged into cousultations, 
suggestions, aud resolutions as to how 
their Royal Highnesses are to be en- 
tertained, The bright cool weather we 
are uow enjoying will we bope infuse 
new life into the Volanteers, and a 
grand parade might without impropriety 
be arranged for atan early date, Above 
all, the season has now been fairly ine 
angurated for whnt is probably the 
ost generally popalar and healthful 
recreation that the place uffords. The 
amusements of Shanghai in the autumn 
weather are wholesome nud varied, but 
they Inck the important element of 
change of scene. This is, pre-eminently, 
the season for trips and travelling. Ib 
isthe season when the mach-abused 
capital of China is seen to its fullest ad 
vantage, Daring the presout month, 
the climate of Peking is like the autuun 
climate of Shanghni when atits best, only 
refined and purified. It is a climate in 
which it seems impossible for any body 
lo be ill; indeed, which seems to inspire 
the most delicate with a feeling of 
boisterous health. ‘Che splendid atmos. 
phere of the surrounding mountains, 
the exquisite beauty of the neighbouring 
monasteries, enthroned on richly-wooded 
slopes glowing with the variegated 
tints of autumn, and pervaded with an 
air of absolute repose, broken only by 
the deep booming of the temple-bells, 
as they respond to one another from 
hill to hill, are yearly attracting 
larger number of visitors not only from 
Shanghai, bat feom other parts of the 
world, ‘There are few who, having 
once summoned courage to make this 
journey, do not acknowledge that they 
would uot have missed it for any con- 
sideration. But for others, there are 
the beanties of the country nearer 
home, and many will be the up-country 
trips as soon as the races come on, 
The good effects of getting away from 
Shanghai if ouly for a few days can 
scarcely be over-estimated. The breezy 
air of the uplands, and the sturdy walk 
through the herbage in pursuit of the 
savage phessaut aud the merry pig, 
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are fraught with healthy influences, 
which render both mind and body fitter 
to bear whatever strain may be in 
store for them, whether from business 
or from pleasure, in the fature. 

16 is, however, to be regretted that 
casualties will occasionally occur. The 
unfortunate incident reported from 
the neighbourhood of Chinkiang, fall 
particulars of which we do not yet 
possess, will cortninly rondor the obser- 
vance of unusual precaution an absolute 
necessity for some time to come. There 
ia, we are convinced, uot tho slightest 
ground for bolieving that the Chinese 
look with lostile eyes on sportsmen. 
Ou the contrary, thoy are not without 
sporting instincts themselves, and are 
often known to take the keenest interest 
in the fortunes of any sporting-party 
they may happon to come across in the 
country. But nono the less are the 
country-people to be concilinted by 
courteous and friendly behaviour, and 
their confidence encouraged by the 
exorcise of extreme care. Even in tho 
interests of other foreiguers, it is 
imperative that sportsmen should 
‘hazard warily’ up-couutry ; and there 
ie uo doubt that, with a view to saving 
aunoyauce, and probably even serious 
difficulty, to thomselves and other 
people, no porsons should over venture 
upon a shooting-oxpedition at any 
distance from the port without boing 
provided with regular and proper pass- 


porta, 





‘THE BNGLSH-MAIL PAPERS. 
‘Tux now Dean of Westminster is boing 
pretty freely canvassed in papers of all 
shades of opinion. ‘There can be no doubt 
that the appointment of Dr. Bradley was 
recoived with much chilling surprise. He 
was not famous in any way in which most 
of his supposed competitors were famou 
Ho had not the fertile eloquence of Canon 
Farrar or the solidly magnificent gifts of 
Canon Liddon, Ho was not a prominont 
man, by any means, A Dean of We: 
minster, as the Saturday remarks, is as 
much more than morely a Dean as tho 
Comte d’Artois was more than 2 Count, 
or Montmorency, premier Baron Chrétien, 
more than such another Baron as one 
of the Exchequer. For the proper filling 
of this great office it was folt that 
Dr. Bradley had only one qualification. 
He was a Broad Churchman, So much at 
any rate was in his favour. As Master of 
University College, Oxford, he was never 
thoroughly popular. ‘The first thing he 
did, says tho World, was to banish the 
undergraduates’ dogs, which used formerly 
to over-run the place, on the ground 
that they disorganised the manners of his 
children, Eventually he became rather 
better liked, and his, personal character 
is thus summed up by the World. 
“ Dean Bradley is, in himself, a thoroughly 
likeable man, a warm-hearted genial com- 
panion, and a great talker. But he is no 
preacher, and a bad man of business, and 
his manner is at times a little too sharp and 
incisive. He has some of the pedagogue, 














character whom the undergraduate world 
could ever comprehend or sympathise with. 
Ho is too impulsive, too changeable, and 
too talkative.” Barring a few such para- 
graphs as this, there is little enough to 
notice in the Vorid, which consists to a very 
large extent of mere Bond Street gossip. 
There are two articles, amusing enough in 
their way, on ‘ Arry in the Ighlands” and

The Royal Birthday (September 21st) 
passed over rather more tamely than usual, 
Several contretemps took place, and thers 
was a general state of growl all round, 
The Consular Corps attended at the Grand 
Audience Hall at noon, as usual, but 
through some unfortunate circumstances, 
the reception was delayed and finally came 
off in the old Andience Hall instead of the 
new building. The day for drinking the 
waters of alleginuce falling on the samo 
day as the King's birthday complicated and

Americans say, because the foreign Consuls 
had come in’ evening dress and not in 
uniform, had discarded the gorgeous array 
of embroidery, gold lace, epaulets, stars, 
garters, and the enormous mass of frippory 
with which the sovereign decks out his 
representative for the festive claw-hammer, 
His Excellency “ got his tail” completely

‘ACHEEN. 

‘The situation here continues unchanged. 
Searcely a night passes without marauding 
‘Achinese prowling around in the neigh- 
dourhood of Kotta Rajah, tho hospitals, 
and elsewhere, naturally for a good pur- 
pose. However quickly patrols aro sent in 
their pursuit, they never can be overtake: 
Even the laying ambushes near places which 
they are almost sure to pass by on their 
marauding ions has not resulted 
moro satisfactorily. ‘These Achinese e' 
dontly have a well organised spy system. 
fo this must bo ascribed their being 
always kept timely informed of all our 
movements with the result that we con- 
atantly fish after the net. In the end 
they will have to be tracked to their 
lurking places and compelled to submit. 
At tho native new year, the well-dis- 
posed Achineso hoadmen with their follow- 
ing paid their respects in the customary 
farkion to the Governor. Though the total 
number of Achinese making their appear- 
ance on this oceasion did not amount to 
Jess than was the case last year, it was not 
so with that of the headmen. ‘The follow- 
ing incident is of moro significance. Some 
time ago Taku Lamring, an Achineso 
headman, submitted, which event was 
announeed to tho people here by a salute 
being fired. As this headman exercised 
yreat influence much was expected from 
his submission, but all these expectations 
have been knocked on the head, for Takn 
‘Lamring has boon murdered at the instiga- 
tion, it is said, of the Sultaw’s or war 
party. This is certainly not encouraging 
for those who intend to submit, and is not 
Likely to reassure the minds of those who 
havo already submitted. —Batavia Iandels- 
Uad, translated in Straits Times. 


























































BATAVIA. 


Tho Amorican ship Ventus wrecked on a 
roef in Sunda Straits on a voyage from 
Singapore to Liverpool, was sold by auction 
at Batavia on the 24th September for 
8,050 guilders. 

Wo understand that, the Deli Company 
havo applied for a concession to Iny a 
way in Deli from Labuan Deli to Medan, 
to be afterwards extended to Belawang, 
the inner anchorage, with a branch lino 
from Medan to Langkat aud Serdang. For 
this undertaking, which provides for what 
is sorely needed in Deli—improved means 
of transport—half the required capital has 
already beon secured. We have pleasure 
in stating that the Government is said to 
be favourably disposed towards this under- 
taking. In the interests of commercial 
enterprise wo hope that the concession 
will be granted. 

At present cholera, not in an epidemic 
form, is provailing in several places in Java. 
At Sourabaya, where it first broke out, 180 
cases, of which 38 per cent.proved fatal, wero 
oflicially reported up to tho 16th Sept. the 
disease slowly spreading. In the threo 
succeeding days the situation was officially 
reported as unchanged. The local journals, 
however, state that cases of it are dimin- 
ishing in uumber. ‘The diseaso appears 
to be confined to natives chiefly, there 
being few cases among Enropeans except- 
ing soldiers, From Samarang, a week ago, 
we received a telegram announcing that 
several people had died of cholera thero, 


























but that the disease did not assume a 
disquieting form. Since then, as neither 
private advices nor the local journals 
mention its further spread, we may assume 
that its outbreak was not of much im- 
portance. At Batavia, only two cholera 
cases have appeared with any certainty, 
though it is rumoured that the actual 
number is ten, but no more. It hence ap- 
pears evident that no epidemic is prevailing 
at all. ‘Tho long severe drought, and in- 

heat with unhealthy scorching winds 
have probably called these sporadic cases 
into being, Adding to this the fact that 
cholera is never altogether absent from 
here, every cause for great anxiety disap- 
pears. ‘There is the more reason for this 
from the temperature being lower owing to 
recently fallen rain and the approach of 
the W. monsoon. ‘The local authorities at 
Batavia, Samarang and Sourabaya deserve 
every praise for taking rapid and effective 
quarantine sanitary measures in all threo 
cities. As matters now stand, there is 
every probability that this calamity will 
pass away without doing much harm. 
‘Truly, West Java has suffered so severely 
of late years from fever and cattle disease 
that a cholera epidemic is not needed to 
convince us that it is no Eden. 

Messrs. F. E. and L. ©. J. Simonnar 
have been granted a concession for 75 
years by the Netherlands Indian Govern- 
ment to work diamond, gold, platina, aud 
coal mines in the Chumpaka district in the 
province of the S. and E, Division of 
Borneo.

Tho native festival of Kwnichi has been 
duly inaugurated, but not finally disposed 
of, during the bast week. Commencing 
tho festivities late on Sunday morning (9th), 
the proceedings for the first few hours were 
very slow, for which the dulness of the 
weather might be held accountable. As 
the sky cleared up, however, the interest 
in the ceremoi reased somewhat, but, 
throughout, the enthusiastic excitement of 
former yeara was greatly wanting to ensure 
anything approaching success. ‘The proces- 
sions flagged and marched in the most un- 
connected manner, whilst the majority of 
participants wore such a dejected and pit 
ful appearance, as to preclude the possibi- 
lity of deluding anyone with the idea that 
what they were undergoing was a pleasure. 
On Monday the parading was resumed, 
and continued again on Tuesday up to three 
p.m., when an order was issued from the 
Keneho, prohibiting all musie and dancing 
for three days, in honour of the late 
Princess Sumiko, third daughter of Ninko 
Ten-O, and aunt of the present Emperor, 
who died on the 3rd inst.,—eight days 
previously.

Now this 
man’s illness was caused entirely by his 
own indiscretion in eating immature and 
uncooked vegetables. A fellow-servant had 
warned him against doing s0, but to no 
purpose, and only a timely dose of physic 
interrupted a fine case of Japanese cholera.

‘YOROWAMA. 

The contest between the Rengo Kiito 
Niadzukarisho and foreizn merchants shows 
no signs of relaxation. The former are 
apparently resolved to adhere to rules 
which they must by this time feel are un- 
reasonable ; aud judging from the threats 
of direct export of the large stock on hand 
conveyed to foreigners through the medium 
of the subsidizad organ, we are inclined to 
think one of the few trump cards in the 
hhands of the native association has been 
played. Foreiyners, on the other hand, 
seem to be growing daily more united, and, 
acting as they are now doing in concert, and 
on principle, there is little prospect of yield- 
ing on their side. No better evidences of 
firmness can be had than the last letter of 
the Silk Committee dated 30th Sept., and 
the following telegram forwarded by that 
Committee in the name of the Chamber of 
Commerce to The Times, London, the 
Chamber of Commerce, Lyous, and the 
Silk Association, New ‘York, on tho Ist 
Oct, ‘That message will ornament the 
bulletin boards of all exchanges and_news- 
rooms throughout Europe and the Cnited 
States this (Monday) morning, and mer- 
chants interested in Japan silk will be in- 
formed : — 

“Silk business suspended by new op- 
pressive conditions of sale imposed by 
Sapanese guilds. Foreign buyers resisting.” 

‘This significant intimation willbe 
thoroughly understood ; and all orders for 
Yokohama will be held over waiting further 
information from here. _ ‘The consequence 
will be, a suspension of foreign business; 
and the Rengo Kiito Niadzukarisho will 
find new opponents in Europe and the 
United States, who will certainly defer 
their silk requirements to the better judg- 
ment of their agents here. This telegram 
most effectually disposes of the silly, 
childish threat of direct export recently 
made. ‘There is no reason whatever why 
Japauese merchants may not ship at any 
timo ; should they do so foreigners might, 
and probably would, with great justice, 
rove to the producer that owing to 
usiness conditions, less commissions, 
easier finance, and, briefly, knowledge and 
experience, the foreign merchant here can 
always give more for silk than can be 
realised from direct shipments. Should 
the threat, which no conductor of a news- 
paper with a grain of business experience 
would have made, to ship the unsal 
stock lying ou hand here be carried out, a 
svcond telegram would convey the gratify 
ing intelligence to London and elsewhere 
in terms somewhat as follows :—

A meeting was held at tho Machigaisho 
on the 10th inst., called together to listen 
to an address from Mr. Fukuchi, the editor 
of the Nichi Nichi Skimbun on tho exist- 
ing silk dispute. It is impossible to get a 
full report of the lecture, but there is no 
doubt that it contrasted’ most favourably 
with the one recently delivered in the 
same place by Mr, Fujita, of the Hochi 
Skimbua. So far feom echoing the vague 
denunciations and exaggerated sentiments 
of the ‘latter, Mr. Fukuchi took a calm 
and sensible view of the matter. Instead 
of advocating resistanco to the death, the 
orator last ovening reconnmended cone 
tion. He pointed ont that the present 
contest was destructive not only to those 
engaged in the silk trade, but to business 
generally, and urged that concessions 
should be made to the foreign merchants, 
as they were the customers of the Japanese. 
On one point he advised his hearers to 
hold firm, aud that was that silk should 
actually bo paid for, or at least that the sale 
of it should actually be coneluded before it 
was taken into the godowns of foreigners. 
With this one exception, he thought that all 
the rules aud rexulations of the Ito-queaisha 
might be swept away. He even, so we 
understand, advocated that with a'view of 
doing away with all sources of complaint, 
arrangements should be made for the insur- 
auce of goods purchased by foreigners, and 
finally expressed his opinion that ‘both 
parties were tired of the strife and would 
gladly welcome a compromise. 

We can but compliment Mr. Fuknehi on 
the moderation and good sense shown in 
his address, and wore all his colloagnes to 
judge matters in the same calm, dispas- 
Sionate manner, much trouble and ill-feel- 
ing would be prevented,

AUSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 
September 18th.—(1) Ching Shou &

‘The Governor of Chékiang reports

(1) The Censor Molékengé submits a 
draft of four regulations for the maintenance 
of better order at Metropolitan Exami 
tions. He proposes, first, that four substan- 
tial roofed platformsbe erected, one opposi 
each of the four main entrances to the 
examination grounds. At present, on the 
‘occurrence of a competition, four mat sheds 
aro put up, from which a ticket is issued to 
each candidate as he enters, to be delivered 
up by him at the entrance to the main 
building. ‘These sheds admit the rain freely, 
and being very lightly constructed, are 
liable to be overturned by the rush of 
incomers. At“the examinations for Man- 
chu interpreters there are no sheds 
erected, and a most unseemly crowding 
and snatching of tickets from the officer 
on duty is the reanlt. With a permanent 
strueture from which to hand down the 
tickets, such as memorialist suggests, a 
recurrence of such scenes would be im- 
possible, Secondly, it is advisable that 
the rules preventing candidates leaving 
their compartments at will, be more 
riyorously enforced, Candidates now, 
when they have deposited their effects in 
the-compartment assigued them, come out 
and converse freely with their neighbours ; 
when thoy have delivered up the exercises, 
instead of leaving the hall at once, they 
roturn to pack up their writing materials 
and wait about for their friends. At tho 
dinner hour they go in person to fetch 
their rice from the cooky, and meet and 
apeak with each other without restraint. 
juch undue facilities for communication 
between candidates cannot fail to be 
productive of abi the hour 
especially, Memorialist feels sure, is large- 
ly taken advantago of by outsiders to 
pass in prepared onsays to their friends 
inside, Stricter supervision is required to 
frustrate such attempts. ‘Thirdly, the de- 
tails of the conduct of the competitions for 
Manchu chié-jen degrees require revision. It 
is not known soou enough how many of the 
competitors have qualified in archery, and 
are allowed to proceed with the rest of the 
examination, and a good deal of unneces- 
sary delay results thereby. Other minor 
ointsrequire to be looked intoand rectified. 
Fourthly, when the list of successful com- 
potitors for the military chii-jen degrees is 
made known, as happens usually about 
dusk ond in tho vicinity of the examination 
booth outside the ‘T'é-sheng Gato, a most 
mly, not to say tumultuous, scene 
‘there isalways a large concourse 
of candidates and spectators waiting out- 
side, which does not disperse when the 
list is exhibited. Of the unsuccessful 
competitors, some continue to walk about 
brooding over their ill fortune, whilst the 
disorderly section among them put them- 
selves at the head of the rabble, and 
obstruct the progress of the Chief Examiner 
when ho leaves the booth. ‘They then 
begin to hold a colloquy with this high 
oflicer on the subject of the recent examina- 
tion, alternately employing entreaty and 
remonstrauce to indnee him to make 
alterations in the list of successful candi- 
dates. They refuse to move when called 
upon to do so, and the number of police 
an duty_is quite inadequate to cope with 
them. Such a state of things is scandalous 
in the extreme, and memorialist proposes

‘The prisoner had been 
suffering from madness for some time, but 
his mother, not wishing him to be placed 

confinement, had neglected to report 
the fact to the authorities. One evening 
when he was alone with her in the house, 
a fit suddenly came upon him and he 
attacked his mother with a meat knife and 
wounded her mortally in tho head. When 
questioned before the Magistrate, he re- 
membered nothing whatever of the occur- 
Fence, and his answers were quite in- 
coherent. The law not admitting the plea 
of madness in extenuation of the crime of 
matricide, the criminal in question has 
been sentenced to death by the ling-cl’ih 
process 

(3) Chiin Oh’i, the outgoing Superintend- 
ent of Canton Customs, reports that he 
handed over the seals and accounts of his 
establishment to Ch'ung-kuang on 17th 
April.—Reseript: Let the Yamén con- 
cerned take note. ‘The same officer reports 
in a postscript memorial, that the total 
amount of duties collected by him during 
the six months and sixteon days end:

belonging to the ‘proper path’ of advanee- 
ment. 

(2) The Censor Ch'in Chung-chien repre- 
sents that the various metropolitan Yaméns 
aro not inhabited by the high officers who 
are counected with them, but are occupied 
by the wives and families of Yamén runners 
and other underlings, Entrance is denied 
to none, and so it happens that in many 
cases a public office becomes a refuge for 
thieves and a convenient receptacle for

[who forged the signature of the President 
of the Board of Revenue with the view of 

nbezling Imperial Bounty money] was 
iscovered in a recess formed by two walls 
in the Yamén of the Board of Rites. He 
bogs that the metropolitan heads of Depart- 
ments may be directed to cause rigorous 
inquiry to be made into the character and 
antecedents of the inmates of their respec.

September 24th.—(1) Lin Chao-yilan, 
Treasurer of Knei-chou and provisionally 
discharging the dutiesof Governor, reports a 
murder that has been committed in his ju 
diction, the circumstances of which are as 
follows-—Hesiang Yany shih was a concubine 
of Hsiang T'so-fu, a Department Magistrate, 
and during the absence of hormaster ou busi- 
ness she had been in the habit of admitting 
the visits of one Li Erh, whose accomplish- 
ments as a reciter and’painter had recon 
mended him to her notice. An illicit in- 
timacy sprang up between the two, which 
was early discovered by a female attendant 
of Hsiang Yang shih, who roundly abused 
the co-respondent, but was finally induced 
by threats not to divulge the matter, One 
day Hsiang Tao-fu was taken ill, and tho 
woman was engaged in warming medicine 
for him when her paramour came to tho 
house to make furtive inquires. He was 
admitted, and in the course of conversa- 
tion proposed that they should rid them. 
selves of Hsiang ‘Tvo-fu by poison. Tho 
woman assented, and to this ond Li Erh 
sent her a piece of gamboge which 
oiled up in the medicine aud admit 
to her master. ‘The latter was seized with 
violent pains in the stomach the same 
night, and shortly expired. After his 
death’ suspicion was aroused, and through 
the agency of the attendant referred to 
above, the relations of the guilty pair and 
their deliberate plot to murder Hsiang Ts 
fa wore brought to light. ‘The woman has 
been sentenced to death by the ling-ch’ih 
process, and the man tosummary decapita- 
tion, 

(2) Kuang Ying, Superintendent of the 
Imperial Manufactory at Hanchow, report 
that on the 19th of August last ‘ho des- 
ched to Peking 2,000 catties of yellow 
ilk for use at the fortheoming funeral of 
the late Empress.—Reseript: Noted. 

(8) Chou Heng-ch'i, Governor of Shan- 
tung, since appomted’ Director-General of 
the Grain Transport, prays that Huang 
En-t'ung may be permitted to repair a 

id time to the Luh-ming banquet, 'T 
i raduated as chijen in 1822 and as 
chij-shih in 1826. He was appointed second 
assistant Secretary and subsequently rose 
to be Senior Secretary of the Board of Pu- 
nishments, Iu 1840 he was chiof examiner 
for the Kuangsi Provincial competition, 
and afterwards successively Billed the posts 
of Salt [ntendant for Kiang-nan, Judve of 
Kiangsu, Judge of Kuangtung, and'‘Trea- 
surer of the last province, in which eapacity 
he received the peacock’ feather as an ac- 
knowledgment of the ability he displayed 
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iu the treatment of international trade que: 
tions. Eventually he rose to be Governor 
of Kuangtung, but was dismissed the public 
service in 1846 for improper recommenda- 
tion of an aged military graduate for brevet 
rank asa sergeant, He was, however, almost 
immediately given a button of the sixth 
grade and directed to await employment in 
the province as a wei-yiian. He was shortly 
afterwards honoured with an Imperial 
Decree ordering him to proceed to Peking 
and take his turn in the periodical draw- 
inys for appointments to sub-prefectures, 
He was, however, allowed to retire on the 
plea that his parents were old and he was 
their only son; aud when he had buried 
them, being over seventy years of age and 
feeble, he continued in retirement. At a 
somewhat later period he was granted 
brevet rank of the third degree in re

September 25th,—(Court Cirenlar.) Chiin

(1) The whole of this day’s Gazette is 
taken up with the report which the Minis- 
tors of the Presence, the Members of the 
Grand Council, the Ofice of the Imperial 
Household, and the Commandants of the 
Guards’ Division aud the Vanguard Divi- 
sion, were called upon to submit with 
reference to the recent representation of 
Pao T’ing as to the inefliciency of the ar- 
rangements in force for the protection of 
the palace. An abstract of this representa 
tion was given in the Gazetée of August 
19th, aud nearly all the suygestions con- 
tained in it ure now approved of by the 
above-mentioned high ollicers, ‘They take 
exception, however, to four points in Pao 
‘T'ing’s memorial. He was wrong in stating 
that the two high military officers daily on 
duty in the neighbourhood of the palace 
were of equal rauk, and that in case of 
dispute there would be no superior officer 
to appeal to on the spot. Asa matter of 
fact one of the officers in question is of the 
third and the other of the second degree of 
rank. ‘The proposal to increase the pay of 
the guards on duty is also disapproved of, 
as they are, in memorialists’ opinion, amply 
provided for at present. Azain, it is con- 
sidered that the recommendation to require 
one or two days previous notice from ofti- 
cials wishing to proceed to the palace, 
would, if acted upon, ‘be productive of 
much ‘embarrassment.’ An officer might 
have weighty matters to communicate to 
the Throne, and the public service would 
suffer from such unnecessary delay. ‘The 
substitution of foreign guns for the fowl- 
ing-pieces now in use at the gates, is also 
objected to as involving an innovation. 
With these four exceptions, memorialists 
concur in approving of the draft regula 
tions submitted by Pao 'l’ing.—For Decree, 
directing effect to be yiven to the recom- 
mendations contained in the memorial 
under notice, see Gazelle uf 15th September.

dynasty. ‘These ducuments, in manuscript, 
amounted to more than 2,000 volumes, and 
one or more of the officers in question has 
been on duty every day at the printing 








































































office, to see them duly and carefully put 
through the press. The work thus entailed 
has been laborious throughout, but is now 
satisfactorily completed. Memorialist has 
assured himself that the officers have shewn 
zeal and ability in the execution of the 
task entrusted to them, before venturing 
to recommend them for marks of Tmperial 
favour. 

Wu Ta-ch’eng, Administrator of 
Kirin, reports to the Throne 
ss of one Yung Ping, a rcei- 
ita of the 8th order of hereditary nobility, 
whom he had depnted to superintend the 
conveyance of military stores from Mouk- 
den to Kirin, After the return of the 
officer in question, various reports reached 
memorialist’s ears of extortion of money 
and other malpractices that he had been 
guilty of on the road. Yuns Ping was 
accordingly called upon to send in a state- 
ment of any fees or requisitions that he 
had collected en route, and at the same 
time an officer was despatched to make 
inquiries at the various places through 
which the convoy had passed. The two 
accounts thus obtained conflicted widely. 
Tt appeared from the report of the latter 
officer that the journey from Moukden to 
Kirin is divided into eight stages, and that 
in the first of these, enough carts could not 
be obtained for the transport of the stores. 
Yung Ping thereupon called upon the in- 
habitants for Ts. 42, for which amount he 
refused to take notes, and the people were 
obliged to strip their wives and daughters 
of their ear-rings and other ornaments, and 
melt them down to satisfy the requisition, 
Though the report of his proceedings 
in the other stages of the journey has 
not yet been recvived, it may be imagined 
that" the details were much the same. 
Memorialist observes that the inhabitant 
of the reyion under notice are required 
to supply carts for the conveyance 
of Government stores, for which they 
receive a fixed price. 'At the time when 
Yung Ping passed through the district, the 
people were busy vetting in their harvest, 
and could ill afford to part with a single 
cart at the low rate of remuneration offered 
by the Government ; but so far from taking 
this fact into consideration, Yung Ping not 
only imposed fines on them, but even 
resorted to violence when the money was 
not immediately forthcoming. Such high 
handed conduct is severely to be reprobated, 
and it is requested that Yung Ping may be 
cashiered and placed on his trial.—Granted 
by rescript. 

(8) Ch’iian ching-t'any applies once more 
for leave to vacate his post. He has been 
unable to recover from the effects of his 
late fall, and at the preseut moment cannot 
move without assistance. When he reflects 
on the Imperial favour that has been 
extended to many generations of his family, 
he cannot find it in his heart to resume his 
duties with his bled frame and the 
possibility, in consequence, of being a 
hindrauce and not a help to His Majesty. 
Should there be the slightest provement 
in his health hereafter, he will not venture 
to devote his remaining years to selfish 
enjoyment, but will humbly pray to be 
re-employed by Elis Majesty. A decree, 
granting the memorialist another month’s 
leave, has already appeared.

‘THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CENTRAL 
CHINA BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 

This body continues in session daily in 
Dr. Yates's chapel. ‘There are thirty-one 
delegates present, including missionari 
‘Thirteen churches are represented, 
sont in letters giving an account of the 
state of religion and important statistics, 
These figures constitute an important item 
in the report of the meetings, and we shall 
givo them as soon as they can be collected. 

‘The question of self-support is the most 
important subject that has yet come before 
the body for discussion, “Though in the 
resolution coupled with self-government, 
self-support was tho theme mostly dwelt 
upon by the numerous speakers who kept 
up the discussion through the foronoon, aud 
continued it again in the afternoon. ' Not 
many now ideas were elicited, but some of 
the native pastors spoke of their willingness 
to suffer privation and hardship if they 
could seo the native churches self-snpport- 
ing, that is, ‘no longer depending upon 
foreign aid. ’ It must be evident that while 
these churches have but few numbei 
they all poor, the ordinances of reli 
cannot be supported without help from 
without any more than in the case of poor 
churches in Christian lands. 

Of the thirteen churches represented in 
tho Association one is in the province of 
Shantung, two in Kiangsu and ton in 
Chekiang. Dr. Crawford of Shantung 
brought in an elaborate report on church 
polity and government, which was undis- 
cussed when the association adjourned.

‘This body continued in session all day on 
Wednesday. Besides the regular delegates 
there was a good number present represent- 
ing other denominations. 

‘hho Rev. Dr, Dean of Bangkok having 
arrived came in during the forenoon session, 
and was weleomed to a seat beside the Mo- 
derator. Dr. Dean left the United States 
1SiM, and with the exception of a protracted 
home on account of ill-healtt he has 
period of n 
century in mission work among the Chinese 
in this Empire and in Siam. He is the 
only one loft of the early missionaries to 
the Chinese, and ten years the senior 
of Dr. Happer, the next oldest, who is 
the senior missionary in China. Though 
he must bo past seventy he seems hale 
and hearty, and gives promise of many 
more yeats of usefulness. His full head 
of white hair and long full white beard 
give him a venerable appearance, and as he 
moved up the aisle to take the seat offered 
him by the side of the Moderator the whole 
assembly arose as by a common impulse to 
show their respect for one honored by 
so many years of useful labour. 

Dr. DEax addressed the Association in 
substance as follows. —I have much pleasure 
in meeting a Baptist Association in China. 
‘L have organized seven churches among 
tho Chinese, one in China and six in Siam. 
We have six churches with about five huu- 
dred members in Siam, where there are five 
preachers, four being ordained. We meet 
every year for conference, though we 
lave no Association organized as such. 
After so many years of association with the 




































Chinese and labour amongst them, and 
having organised the first Baptist church in 
China, I feel much pleasure in meeting the 
Baptist Association in China, Though we 
speak a different dialect we have one faith, 
one Lord, and one hope. I wish yon all 
great fidelity in the Master’sserviceand look 
forward to meeting you all in the Kingdom 
of Heaven.—He closed this brief address 
with a benediction invokiny a blessing upon 
the Association. 

Dr. Crawford’s paper on church govern 
ment, which was under discussion at the 
last ‘session, came up again, and its 
discussion occupied most of the forenoon, 
It is a report of a committee appointed 
at the last meeting, and is an able docu- 
ment, setting forth the foundation prin- 
‘ples uf church government. It was 

‘eed that it should be discussed seriatim 
and printed in Chinese and English for 
distribution and consideration during the 
year, The Association adjourned yesterday 
afternoon to meet next year in Zavhying. 
The closing exercises were solemn and 
impressive, 

Among the subjects that received the 
attention of the body aud not already re- 
ported, are the following :— 

Should polygamy be tolerated under 
any circumstances? Should Church mem- 
bers betroth their daughters to heathen?

THE SEVENTY-SECOND PERFORMANCE OF THE 
AMATEUR DRAMATIC CLUB, 


As might have been expected, a very good 
audience assembled on ‘Tlursday evening 
to witness the first amateur performance of 
theseason, We have beon passing through a 
time of deadly dulness for some weeks past ; 

1 and wretcheduess generally go hand- 
and, and while the weather was too 
d for outside recreations, it was too wi 
and close for the proper enjoyment of ix 
door pleasures. Now, however, the chill, 
bright, healthy period of autumn has fairly 
set in, and the amusements proper to the 
time of year have been suitably inauyurated 
by the opening of the Lyceum for the 
winter season. 

Both pieces selected for the performance 
of Thursday night have been given in 
Shanghai before. ‘The wisdom of this step 
may certainly be called in question. It is, 
we think, only safe to repeat plays familiar 
toa Shanghai audience when the manage- 
ment is able to put them on the stage with 
‘a very much stronger cast than on the first, 
occasion; and we fear that, in public 
opinion, ‘the management had not that 
excuse on Thursday. But, to review the 
performance in detail. The farce of the 
‘Two Bonnycastles’ went off extremely 
well, as indeed it could scarcely fail to do 
with such excellent supporters as Messrs. 
Super, Oates, and Mumm. If it were not 











































invidious to single out one for special pra 
where all were good, we should be inclined

to give the palm to Mr. Super, "His make, 
up was perhaps rather too farcical: but 
his play was admirable, aud had a most 
inspiriting influence upon both his fellow- 
actors and the andicnee. Mr. Oates as 
Smuggins fully sustained a deservedly high 
reputation, and looked his part as well as 
he represented it—which is saying a great 
deal. Mr. Jules Mumm has much’ im- 
proved since we had last the pleasure of 
seeing him, and is one of the most useful 
members of the company. His by-play is 
quiet and natural, he is never ata loss 
what to do with his hands, he makes 
perhaps even more points than the author 
intended, aud is always distinctly heard. 
Miss Crook, the representative of the 
buxom Mrs, Bonnycastle, was excellently 
made up, and played the pact with spirit ; 
while Miss Godesh and Miss Nye, who, we 
are told, appear for the first time, give 
uood promise for the future, Altogether 
the farce went off very well indeed, and 
the curtain fell amid a tempest of applause. 
‘The Porter's Kuot,’ which was the 
piece of the evening, was, to begin with, 
an_ unfortunate selection. ‘It is a poorly: 
written thing at be: Everything is left 
to the actors, who must often curse the 
author in their hearts for making them do 
such foolish things aud say euch foolish 
words. A playwright who can deliberately 
condein a man to advance to the footlights, 
address his siancée by saying :—I have no 
secret, except that, dearest Alice! I love 
you”—and then leave him there, to get 
out of his absurd position as best he may, 
with the vapid ‘sentence unsupported 
by any rejoinder—onght to be made to 
play the part himself; we can conceive 
ho sharper punishment. After admiring 
Mr. Super in the farce, we were compelle 
to pity him in the drama. ‘The part ho 
had to play was in every respect a most 
ungrateful one. Gussy Burr is astick, and 
it would require a Conway or a Harcourt 
not to appear like a stick too, in playing . 
him. Me. Knight was more fortunate, 
His réle gave him an_excollent opportunity 
of displaying bis undoubted talents, and it 
is not too much to say that ho took full 
advautage of it. His make-up was excel- 
ent, and the only hole, we can pick in his 









































2) performance is that his’accent was rather 


too refined for the character he represented, 
Next, perhaps, to Mr. Knight, we are in- 
clined to place Mr. Wrongman, who played 
the part of Smoothly Smirk, He was 
capitally dressed, and though he over-acted 
alittle the audience wore thankful to him 
for doing something, at any rate, to relieve 
the flatness which, by the time he appeared, 
was beginning to steal over the performance. 
Mr. Ginger’s reading of Captain Oakum was 
ood, thouyh a little conventional ; and Mr. 
Jules Mumm wasa most characteristic Scat- 
ter. With regard to the ladies—who were. 
very tastefully dressod,—our task ia a little 
dificult. Miss St. George left little to be 
desired in the part of Alice, and struggled 
manfully with the difticulties so profusely 
strewn in her path by the author. Her 
by-play, too, was good; a little more 
vivucity might have been an improvement, 
but there was more to praise than to blame 
in her efforts. Miss Herbert had still 
greater obstacles to encounter. There is 
nothing reprehensible in the inability of a 
youny man to look, walk, and speak like 
an old countrywoman, especially when the 
words that are put into his mouth are so 
peculiarly feeble as those assigned to Mrs. 
Burr. Her make-up, too, was decidedly 
tuo young, Otherwise she did her best 
with’a rather unsuitable part, and no one 
can do more.

Even the splendid instrumentation of tho 
band of the 7 is, appreciated and 
applauded as it was, proved inadequate to 
counteract the duluess of the play. We 
can only hopo that on the next occasion 
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our Amateurs will be allowed a better 
chanco of distinguishing themselves by a 
rather more happily selected prograinme. 

‘Wo cannot conclude without expressing 
our thanks to Admiral Duperré for con- 
tributing so important an clement of 
enjoyment to the evening. The band is 
aremarkably fine one, and under the 
direction of its most able and energetic 
conductor did a great deal towards enliven- 
ing the proceedings.

Tho Autumn Regatta in this year of 
graco 1881 was ushered in by weather of a 
most cheerful nature, while Old Sol, let us 
premise, finding his late gloomy 'reti 
ment monotonows, siniled serenely from his 
mighty altitude, and as a natural 
under such circumstauces those 
an active part in the day's festive sport 
as well as onlookers seemed to have 
put on a holiday expression and to be 
perfectly well satisfied with the world in 
general and themselves in particular, 
‘The programme proved sulliciently seduc- 
tive and magnetic to draw a goodly con- 
course of sight-soers, in fact, as larye, if not 
a considerably larger one’ than has been 
witnessed on any provious occasion of 
similar nature in Shanghai, Along the 
Markham Road, in close vicinity to. the 
Boat-house, vehicles of all descriptions, 
from the costly brougham to the humble 
jinricksha, lined the way on either side 
for a considerable distance. Mr. Miller 
with his customary hospitality threw open 
his residenco and grounds to the ladies, 
tho members of the §.1R.C. and his friends 
aud by the kind courtesy of Admiral 
Duperré the fine Band of the French fly- 
ship Thémis discoursed pleasant music aud 
wrought wonders in multiplying the 
pleasures of the day, by filling up the 
customary spaces that of a necessity pertain 
to aports aquatic. 

The programme, apart from the first 
event, which fell through owing to the 
abseuce of boats from H.L.G.M,'s Hertha, 
was carried out without the slichtest flaw 
and proved a grand success in every way.

at 1.30 p.m, but it was fully an hour later 
before the boats drew up and made ready 
to start for the much coveted honour, The 
Scotch crew having been successful in the 
“toss for place” close the inner course, 
thereby acquiring aslight advantage thatthe 
h failed to make guod. At the word 
both boats shot from the line 
unison, and for the first 20 yards or so 
not the slightest advantage on either side 
was perceptible. On approaching the Bend, 
however, the Scotch boat went slightly to 
the front, and on rounding the point their 
position wasmaterially improved.

For this race there were three entries,

The Ewo crew gamely answered to 
the call made upon them and decreased the 
ead of Takoo somewhat, and coutinued so 
decrease it until after passing the Boat 
House, when Hall calling upon his men, 
gradually drow away again, “Ewo” again 
responded and endeavoured to stave off 
defeat; but it was of no avail, as the Takoo 
crew passed tho fag, winning’ the best con- 
tested race of tho day in 6 min, 14 soca, 
Evo 5 seconds later.

The winning boat composed prin 
pally of well-known oarsmen in the days 
of Auld Lang Syne” simply caceored 
away from the remaining boat, and covered 
the distance in something under 4 minutes.

‘The weather was an exact repotition of 
that experieuced on the day preceding, 
there being but little wind, of which 
scarcely a ripple played on ‘the faco of 
the waters. ‘There were a great number of 
spectators, and the lawn and garden at 
Mr. Miller’s Bungalow were the rendezvous 
of a large and brilliant assemblage, A 
choice selection of music was again dis- 
pensed by the Thémis's excellent Band, 
and afforded a rare treat to those musically 
inclined, whose names in Shanghai aro 
Legion. 

As on the first day the favourites in 
several instances were defeated, and the 
calculations of the many, who have no 
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small knowledge of local form, proved 
considerably wide of tho mark, as instanced 
in the International Fours. After the 
fine performance of the Scotch in defeating 
the English for the Merchants’ Eight, it 
would seem to point to the fact that’ a 
severe tussle would ensue between them 
and the Germans ; but alas for certainties ! 
the Germans won the race with apparent 
ease, while the despised and previously 
beaten Englishmen recovered to a great 
extent their lost laurels, and after a sharp 
fight for it, turned the tables on the Scotch. 

‘The day's amusoment opened with an 
attempted trial between crews from the 
Fochownd and Strelock, a four-oared race. 
Unfortunately this was a failure, as the 
Russian cox, bofore the boats had 
fairly got headway, lost his steering 
lines, and the Britishers, declining to stop 
and have a fresh start, walked over the 
course, The second event, for merchant 
boats only, brought forth’ four aspiring 
crows, The Khiva’s boat, possessing as she 
did a strong muscular-looking crew and 
being a rather lighter-built craft than that 
of the Kashgar, besides receiving a time 
allowance from the six-oared boats of the 
Halloween end Worcester, was a decided 
favourite. The race however was well 
contested, and had tho Halloween's crew 
not boen in a difficulty with the Kashgar 
during the race, they probably would have 
proved the winners, 

The International Fours was success- 
ful in inducing porhaps three of the 
finest crews ever pitted against cach other 
to put in an appearance. ‘The Germans 
and Scotch weighed within 3-Ibs. of each 
other, while the English wore a much 
lighter sot, Tho Germans, if anything, 
wore tho favourites, whilo the Seotch liad 
many firm supporters, the chanco of the 
English crow boing somewhat scouted ; but 
on this occasion, they proved themselves 
very first-class. The Wsthetic Race was 
arathor loosely fought battle, in which the 
Too Utters succeeded in establishing a 
lead which they increased to the finish. 
The Quite Too Toos yot away from the 
start very badly, and in their endeavours 
to work up lost ground, made rather bad 
weather. 

For tho Bankers’ Cup, the race, very 
unfortunately, terminated in a foul.’ Hun- 
ter had tho proferonce of the public, and 
his high-class style of sculling and’ per- 
formance in tho previous day's double 
sculling match entitled him to such a des- 
tinction, although Cheetham had many 
ardent admirers ; hia rather powerful build 
and superior training, it was anticipated, 
would enable him probably to run in a 
winner. The raco was magnificently cou- 
tested to the boat-house, Hunter having 
a slight lead ; but at this point he seemed 
to look jaded, while Cheetham appeared 
comparatively fresb. A very close and ques- 
tionable issue was expected; a foul, however, 
ensued opposite Corner's House, which 
Cheetham claimed. But this was dis- 
allowed, as Cheetham himself was unques- 
tionably tho erring party, he bein: 
the moment in Hunter's water. Hu 
therefore adds the Bankers’ Cup to his 
other trophies. 

‘Tho last race of the season for trained 
men, lay in a test of Years vorsus Months, 
as it wore, yclept Vetorans v. Griffins. 
‘The former wero composed of some of the 
best men in the Club while the latter 
consisted of a very strong array of infants, 
and the greatest credit is due to them for 
tho plucky manner in which they accopted 
@ gago of battle from such terrible array 
of time-proved Veterans. The race was 
Well contested, but the Veterans by dint 
of hacd work ‘eventually passed the win- 
Bing post with a clean advaniago of 4] 
seconds, 

‘The All-Comers’ race, owing to the 
darkness probably, failed in its customary 
way to provoke mirth, Taking everything 
into consideration, a more complet oF 
successful Rogatta could scarcely be desired

‘A start was effected at 3.30 p.m., the 
three boats making a very creditable and 
even start, and the English having inside, 
Scotch the centre, and the Germans outside 
positions. ‘The Germans went to the front 
shortly after the start, Scotch second, 
the English being last, and at the Bend the 
leading’ boat had obtained an advantage of 
a clear length, the Scotch at this point 
being abont 4 a length in advance of the 
English. Down to this Bend the fight for 








an advantage was immense, the Germans 
striking water at about 38 to the minute, 
the other boats at about 36.

We received information yesterday (13th) 
afternoon that a notification had been issued 
by the Prime Minister, stating that the 
prayer of the petitioners for a national 
assembly would be granted in the year 1890. 
‘The Goverumentis apparently imbued with 
the idea that a ditiiculty postponed is already 
half solved, but we question if this an- 
nouncement will quell the rapidly yrowi 
agitation in favour of representative inst 
tutions. ‘The Emperor's former promise 
on the same subject, and how it has been 
performed, is still kept green in the memory 
of orery advocate of a constituent assembly. 
The Kaitakushi job has, we are also in- 
formed, been consigned by His Majesty to 
the metited fate of all such swindles, and 
that this has been done shews tho increas- 
ing influence of public opinion. Indeed it 
may be lovked upon as the second great 
popular victory over the oligarchy which 
rules Japan. ‘The first was the removal of 
Mr. Makimura from the Government of 
Kioto, and General Kuroda, Mr. Godai, 
and all their powerful allies now find their 
specious scheme frustrated in deference to 
the voice of the poople. 

Japanese who caro to reflect upon these 
circumstances, and the altered conditions 
of the middie aud lower classes since the 
advent of foreiguers, will not fail to find 
therein the greatest benefit derived by 
Japan from intercourse with abroad. Could 
anyone have thought twenty years ayo that 
tho rulers of this country would, in such a 
short space of time, be brought'to bestow 
even the slightest consideration upon 
popular remonstranee, or, indeed, that 
remonstrance would be possible.—Hiogo 
Neues. 




































THe LATE PRESIDENT GARFIELD.

‘To Colonel J. S. Mosny, U.S. Consul, 
Hongkong. 

My Drar Smn,—I havo boen requested 
to forward to you the accompanying ex- 
pression of sympathy and kindly feeling, 
on the part of tho British and othor 
residents of Hongkong, towards the people 
of America in their present sorrow and 
affliction. 

‘The letter has been signed by the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council, and by 
every merchant, banker, professional man, 
and trader to whom it has been submitted, 
and may therefore be taken as the language 
of the whole Colony.

SERIOUS GALE IN HONGKONG. 

Hongkong was again visited by a gale 
on the 4th inst., which did considerable 
damage amongst the native craft, A 
telegram was received from Manila on 
Wednesday morning adi 
travelling N.W. } W., and a subsequent 
telegram said, it seemed to be inclining 
a little more'to the north. No appre- 
hension of danger was entertained i 
Tongkong in consequence of this, as it 
was expected the storm would clear 
this placo and be heard uf from the 
north, On Thursday afternoon, however, 
the extreme sultriness indicated bad 
weather in the neighbourhood, and during 
the night the bar: meter fell rapidly. Early 
on Friday morning the wind was chopping 
about between N.\V, and N.K., and some: 
times the clouds were obsorvei! to be mov 
ing in a direction different from the lower 
current of air. At elght o'clock the 
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+ typhoon gun was fired, and the vessels in 
harbour prepared for bad weather, as did 
also the Dock Company’s people. The 
Chinese, however, did not seem to appre- 
hend a heavy storm and many of them 
kopt their craft in their usual places off 
the Praya. One of the earliest: accidents 
was to the Hongkong Dispenssry launch. 
‘As sho was coming in, opposite the office 
of the Messagories Maritimes Company, she 
was swamped, apparently through the men 
not keeping her head toa larze wave that 
‘came up. and she sank in three fathoms of 
water. The three meu on board saved them- 
selves by swimming to a lighter which was 
nearly by. The wind blew in gusts all the 
morning and the glass continued to fall 
rapidly, as well be sent by the appended 
barometrical readings, and it was feared that 
wo were about to be visited by a genuine 
typhoon. These fears were heightened 
when shortly after noon ‘the wind rapidly 
increased in violence, and it was about 
this time that the principal damage was 
done. Several junks to the westward 
draggod from their moorings and were 
amashed against the Praya, while of cargo 
boats which shared the same fate there 
must have been several dozens. All along 
the Praya the roadway was covered with 
the wreckage which had been saved by the 
owners of the craft, and in the bights 
formed by tho various piers and wharves 
the débris was washing about. Here and 
thero might be seen a boat literally 
broken in two, showing the force of the 
blow by which it had come to urief. In 
several places, too, the tops of masts 
standing out of the water indicated where 
® boat had sunk. The Mumaue Society 
turned out, and, assisted by a number of 
men from the Sailors’ Home, and other 
volunteers, did goo ico i 
the people on the distressed craft to yet 
ashore, So far wo have heard of only the 
loss of three lives. This occurred on a 
junk wrecked opposite the P. & O. 
Company’s offices. Eight of the crew 
wore rescued, but three others wore washed 
off and drowned, Another case is apoken 
of in which «man who had been rescued 
with several other adults returned some 
time afterwards to say there were two 
children in the boat, % this was the ca: 
the children must have lost their lives, as 
the boat had then disappeared. Another 
boat which had been riding at anchor 

















































the waves are seldom so great as further 
westward, the sea on this occasion ran 
quite as high, Early in the morning 
there were in one place several caryo 
boats aud two yachts anchored pretty 
closely together. (ue of the yachts 
drifted down on the other, carrying away 
the bowsprit, but uo further damage was 
done, At about nine o'clock the cargo 
boats commenced to drift. At ten o'clock 
a lime laden boat came ashore by the Blue 
Buildings aud broke up. About an hour 
Inter a large junk laden with fruit came 
ashore near the Wanchai Sugar Refinery. 
Later on a large cval junk came ashore 
near the same place, but was not eut-rely 
broken up. Five or six junks cut awa 
their masts, aud so saved themselves, an 
veral cargo boats were wrecked. No 
lives were lost to the eastward. After two 
o'clock the wind ¢ mmeuced to abate and 
avon afterwards died away aitozether, The 
glass wc this time was still low and it was 
feared that the worst partof he storm was 
to come, and that the night might bo spent, 
amid similar horrors to those experienced 
during the memorable typhoon of 1374. 
Betweon four aud five, however, the mer- 
cury began to rise and continued to do sv, 
jowing that most of the danger was over 
though the wind sprany up again and blew 
pretty stifly after seven o'clock. ‘the P. 
and O. steamer Kashgar, which left for 
Shanghai about eight am, auchored in 
the Ly-ve-moon Pass until ‘the blow was 
over, ‘The following are the readings of 
Measrs.
